Devoted to the Poor. 


The sixtieth anniversary of a. very 


notalil'! mnn wns recently celeLrated In 
Germany. It Is Uiat of Duke Charles 
Theodore of Bavaria, \vlio has acquired 
high dlsiincllon by his work as a phil- 
anthropist and by his skill as a sur- 
K*?on. 
For many years he has lit en 


treating persons aftlieterl with diseas- 
es of the eyes,'and ho has up to date 
performed operations on 31,0-30 persons 
suffering from cataracts. The removal 
of ratnracts IE? Indeed the 
work 
to 


which hr now devotes almost his entire 
time. 


At first he declined to accept any fees 


from patients. 
Physicians throughout 


the country, however, seeing that he 
had practically a monopoly as regards 
the removal of cataracts, addressed a 
petition to him some time ago In which 
they requested him to charge the cus- 
tomary fee, on the ground that olh- 
erwlae. he would be doing an ulntcn- 
tional Injustice to other physicians, and 
the Duke at once promised to comply 
with their request. 


He planned, therefore, to charge his 


wealthy patients, a good round sum 
and to spend the 
money, 
\vhen It 


reached him, In establishing three hos- 
pitals, where the poor afflicted with eye 
diseases could'be treated— one in Mu- 
nich, another in lleran and a third In 
Tegernsce. Aa the money, however, did 
not come In as quickly as he expected, 
he begun to build the hospitals at his 
o\vn expense, and the cost of their 
maintenance 
to-day 
cornea 
almost 


wholly out of his own pocket. 
This 


amounts to about $20,000 a year. Of his 
many wealthy patients lew pay him for 
his services, and they know well that 
he will never prppa for payment. 


Such ingratitude would deter many 


men from continuing In their philan- 
thropic work, but the Duke IB not la- 
boring in order to earn gratitude or 
money. As a matter of fact, he anil hi* 
family. In order to maintain the hoipl- 
t*lR. have been obliged to reduce their 
llvlni expenses almost to a minimum. 
T*lke most Hermans, the Duke loves a 
tfOfM horse, but to-day almost all tht 
stalls In hla stable are empty. His wife, 
who was the Princess .D* Braranza, 
and his children have alio riven up 
many luxuries In "order to bt able to 
continue the tfood work. 


The-Tegernfee. Hospital occupies an 


entire Hlnj? of the castle in which the 
Duke and his family rwl<!e. Poor pa- 
tients on their arrival receive at once 
a hearty meal and a bath. Then the 
young ladles examine them and report 
to their father In regard to the condi- 
tion of each. 


If there Is imperative necessity the 


operation Is performed without delay, 
but otherwise not for several .days, or 
until the patient has regained strength 
by a comfortable rest at the hospital. 
During these days of rest the patients 
receive the best possible food and caro, 
30 that, as haa been wtll said, the Duke 
do^s not only keep a free hospital, but 
also a free restaurant and a free home.

The 
cablegram says that the attitude of the 
empress dowager toward the reformers 
will upset Ihe "open door" policy! They 
also said rebellion and anarchy are ex- 
pected, to the detriment of foreign In- 
lerests, and advocate prompt concerted 
action on the part ot the powers. 


At first reading It U not clear Jusl what 


connection exists between the attitude 
of the Chinese empress dowager toward 
the reform element in China and the 
"open door" policy In which the United 
Slates, with the remainder of the civil- 
ized world. Is Interested. It is recalled, 
however, that the empress dowager Is 
persecuting with relentless hatred the 
reform party, going so far as to resnr.t to 
the barbarous practice of offering a 
large sum of money for the assassination 
of leading reformers. 


This 'reform element In China Is be- 


lieved to include nearly all of the Chinese 
who are disposed to elevale China into 
a civilized nation, following In Ihe foot- 
ileps of-Japan. They realize that this 
can o'niy be done with the help of foreign- 
ers, and. are therefore disposed to ele-

When these requirements 


are fulfilled the mil-fledged Georgian 
bed Is dressed with great allentlon to 
dclall and elegance. 
Old brue'le 


edged with bullion fringe Is iissd for 
the hangings and counterpane that 
sweeps the floor, and the coal of nrniB 
of Ihe owner is carved on Ihe head- 
board of tho couch. 


It is not everyliody who can lay 


hands on a genuine carved Georgian 
bcri or dress It In antique brocade, 
but even with the modern brass and 
lion bed, curtains about the head and 
big feather-stuffed mattresses for win- 
ter use are no longer a mere fashion. 
but are a general custom. For half a 
century the feather lied has been look- 
ed upon very coldly by experts In hy- 
Blcno( but recently, both with regard 
to the hangings and Ihe feather mM- 
licss. a change of he-art has come. 
and delicate, nervous, neuralgic, rheu- 
matic women, an^ particularly elder- 
ly persons, and lliose aflll.cted with In- 
somnia, has been 
recommended to • 


take Ihe fealher bed cure In Ilia win- 
ter. Queen Victoria Is one of the shin- 
ing proofs of the efflcacyof the feither 
bed, for where she goes a big tick fall 
of fealbera, In Its leather traveling 
jacket, goes loo, and always the cur- 
tains are .drawn about the head of 
the bed to shut off any draughts. 
Queen Victoria and her doclors be- 
lieve that the proper' way to sleep In 
winter Is in a cold room luxuriously 
lapped In a nest of feathers that pre- 
serve all the heat of the body, and 
necessitates in tho coldest wcnth'cr a 
severing of only one pair of blanke's 
and a down , quilt. The modern bed. 
so called 
hygienic, requires 
more 


heavy covering lhan a pair of tired 
shoulders can stand, and a hair mat- 
tress constantly 'dissipates the human 
heat Instead of conserving it, besides 
drawing away_ that priceless force, 
human electricity; at -least ibis is 
what advocates of the feather bed ssy. 


Ail this drain the feathers prevent, 


the easily yielding surface they pre- 
sent permits perfect relaxation of the 
muscles that can never be gained on a 
bed of even the best hair. With the 
coming of the eighteenth century type 
of English bed the feather mattress 
was Introduced, and now there are 
numbers of women who have not only. 
learned their virtues, but, like the 
Queen of England, travel about with 
their beds done up In leather cases. 
some of the rheumatics and sufferers 
from cold feet have pronounced them- 
selves free from their afflictions when 
luxuriating among the feathers. 


Feather bods are coming Into use 


as well in nurseries, and though for 
children the Georgia four-poster Is 
hot yet the fashion, the gayest beds 
are made to chime in with the schemes 
ol nursery decoration.' Charmingly. 
carved and painted wooden beds are 
newly introduced, else they have brass 
or sometimes silver let Into the dark 
wood In appropriate scenes and in- 
scriptions. ' On tbe headboard of a 
light maple bed, for example .will be 
painted a 'night icene of clouds across 
the moon and a flight of owls; on the 
footboard a line of caroling cocks 
greeting the sun typifies morning. — 
fj. Y. Sun.
